1 . The amendment filed 6/20/2007 has been entered. Claims 1,3-11, 15-17, 19-24, 
30-31 have been cancelled. Claims 2, 12, 13-14, 18, 25-29 are pending in this Office 
action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 12, 13-14, 18, and 25-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the admitted prior art, Suzuki, and Sindhushayana fail to disclose a delay 
configured to delay the second coded signal to provide a time-delayed second coded 
signal, wherein the transmission unit is configured to transmit the time-delayed second 
coded signal in lieu of the second coded signal; the two or more signals further 
comprise a third signal, wherein the apparatus further comprises a third multiplier 
configured to multiply the third signal to provide a third coded signal, and wherein the 
transmission unit is further configured to transmit the third coded signal; a second delay 
configured to delay the second coded signal to provide a time-delayed second coded 
signal; a third delay configured to delay the third coded signal to provide a time-delayed 
third coded signal; and wherein the transmission unit is configured to transmit the time- 
delayed second and third coded signals in lieu of the second and third coded signals, 
respectively; wherein the second delay is configured to delay the second coded signal 
for a second delay period, wherein the third delay is configured to delay the third coded 
signal for a third delay period, and wherein the second and third delay periods are 
different from each other.
